„ do not take gentlemen; my treat- 
ment is only for ladies,“ was the lady’s 
answer to the reporter’s query whether 
he could be worked over into better 
shape. Ves, it is something new in 
Los Angeles, and I think it will be- 
come quite popular here when it is 
understood.

to do at home and need exercise. How 
do I reduce flesh and ciiange tne form? 
Well, see those pulleys?” and the lady 
took the reporter to a pulley ar- 
rangement, something on the style of a 
trapeze, only not so much. Now, 
by placing your handsin these rings, 
and extending your arms backward, it 
develops the chest, and by swinging in 
this manner, every muscle of the body 
is exercised, even including the jaws. 
Well, perhaps, some people may not 
need any additional exercise for the 
jaws; but notice some people talk; 
they do not open the mouth wide 
enough, and they speak indistinctly. 
It is because the muscles of the jaws 
are too rigid; exercise makes them 
supple. It is the same way in walking. 
Notice how some ladies walk. Never 
notice the ladies much? Well, the 
next time you are on Spring street 
just look. A large number of them 
walk along as it were 
an exertion. One shoulder 18 
elevated higher than the other, and 
there is no elasticity in their step, and 
of course no grace. It is because their 
forms are not properly developed by 
exercise. Promenading on the streets 
is not the kind of exercise they need. 
It is hard physical training—exercise 
until she perspires. I give them one 
hour’s exercise on the pulley. Oh, yes; 
after the first few days you would not 
find it such hard work, and in a few 
weeks weights are added to the pulley; 
but not as a rule, as light training is 
the best. Well, after this exercise, I 
take the patient into the next room 
and give her the Roman massage 


treatment, kneading the body 
with a formula, both sooth- 
ing. and sweet, and which 


cut off, and was also found in the sack.

Coroner Meredith at once started out 
to investigate the case, and ordered a 
post mortem on the body, to determine 
whether the child was born living or 
dead, which was made by Drs. Mc- 
Carthy and Choate yesterday after- 
noon. The result of the examination 
showed conclusively that the infant 
had never breathed, the air cells of the 
lungs having never been expanded. 
The valves of the heart were also 
closed. An examination of the bloody 
spot on the back showed that it was 
the result of a spinal malformation 
which would in itself have produced 
death in a short time, probably, or at 
any rate would have rendered it a help- 
less cripple during its life, whether 
long or short. An examination of the 
head, however, at least partially solved 
the mystery, showing that the. opera- 
tion of craniatomy had been performed 
and that a doctor had been in attend- 
ance when the child was born, and de- 
livered it by that method. There were 
other indications that the birth had 
not been a natural one, and that it had 
required the services of a skillful sur- 
geon to bring the child into the world. 
The doctors finished their work and 
reported to the Coroner, but beyond 
the statement that the child was born 
dead nothing further was made public, 
Coroner Meredith has péstponed the 
inquest, and will make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the whole affair.

BELL SAYS HE WAS WRONG 
AND HE IS SORRY FOR IT, 
| 
Whereupon the Court Dismisses 
the Citation Against Him—But 
He Says, Thie Must Not Occur 
| Again, Major’—Court Notes and 
New Cases, 


The disbarment proceedings against 
Horace Bell, Esq., came up for final 
settlement before Judge Cheney yes- 
terday morning, and attracted quite a 
number of attorneys to the courtroom. 
The hearing had been continued from 


ant presented an answer tothe order 
citing him to appear. The purpose 
for the continuance was to allow the 
defendant a chance to have testimony 
taken. In order to be prepared for 
the hearing, in case testimony was in- 
troduced, Judge Cheney had called the 
District Attorney, to represent the 
State, and Mr. McComas was in at- 
tendance. 

The proceedings terminated, however, 
without any evidence being taken. 
After some ex-parte matters had been 
disposed of Mr. Stanford, one of the 
attorneys representing Mr. Bell, ad- 
dressed the Court and filed an amended 
answer to the citation. He said that 
since the former bearing the attention 
of Mr. Bell had been called to a por- 
tion of his answer which might be con- 
strued as sarcastic, and as he had no 
idea of anything of the sort it had been 
thought well to amend that portion of 
the answer. The amendment was in 
effect that the respondent now regrets 
using any language which could be 
construed as disrespecttul to the 
Court. 

Mr. Stanford then briefly said that 
the amendment, he thought, made the 


apology of the respondent ample and 


complete. He regrets it in unequivo- 
cal language, which he thought was 
all that the Court could require. While 
prepured to go into a trial, still he 
thought that, with this amendment, 
it mi ht not be necessary. It having 
been said that perhaps an oral state- 
ment should be made by the respond- 


ent, be asked that the Court hear him. 


Judge Cheney said at once that he 
would hear Mr. Bell, who thereupon 
proceeded to muke a lengthy, elaborate 
and complete apology for his offensive 
action, retracting fully bis offensive 
language. 

Mr. McComas made a few remarks 
when Mr. Bell sat down, to the effect

Bell had the 
right to make the application, and the 
Court the right to refuse it. He was 
laboring under excitement.

He has apologized for his language.

cepted. Should a court ask for more? 
In view of the apology the Court is 
bound to accept it. The Court, asa 
court, would fail in its duty if it dis- 
barred Horace Bell for an isolated case 
after such an apology. It was gross 
contempt, and I speak of it because 
Horace Bell must avoid these things 
in the future. They will not be ex- 
cused again, even if counsel should ap- 
peal it to that place which counsel says 
sumetimes freezes over. The rule will 
be dismissed.”’ 

It was the general expression of 
opinion after the proceedings were 
concluded, that after an apology as 
ample as that of Mr. Bell, the Court 
could do nothing else than dismiss the 
citation.

The 
fluttering leaves tremble upon their 
stems. But the world is silent. The 
city sleepe; but through the still, starry 
silence of the skies there is the sweep 
of angel pinions. Even the sacred 
sepulchre is deserted by the worn and 
weeping disciples. Only the stern 
sentinel soldiers of Rome guard its 
silence. But lo! just ere the day 
breaks angelic hands roll away the 
stone from the door of the tomb, and 
as the first Easter morning dawns in 
its full tide of glory over the Judean 
hills, there is a risen Christ, and death 
is forever vanquished.

OUR ELECTORAL SYSTEM—A PRO- 
ROSED CHANGE. 


The bill prepared by Congressman 
Lodge of Massachusetts regulating | 
Congressional elections, by applying 
the features of the Australian system 
to representative districts, is of more 
importance than appears on its face. 
Federal control of Congressional elec- 
tions may 
Federal contyol of Presidential elec- 

tions. The ral system has stood 

the test of a century, but it has received 

some pretty severe shocks. By many 

it is believed that the time must come 

when the present planof electing Pres- 

idents by States must cease in the in- 

terest of purer politics; when every 

citizen of every State shall cast his 

vote directly for President and Vice- 

President, the great majority of the 

Nation at large to determine the re- 
sult. One great advantage which it is 
claimed such change would effect is the 

abolition of close States” and the 
purchase of votes to carry them. The 
chief argument against such change is 
the frauds in the Southern Statés, but 
the advovates of the proposed system 
claim that Federal control and the 
general adoption of the Australian sys- 
tem would obviate this difficulty. 

One of the leading journalistic ad- 
vocates of this proposed revolution in 
our électoral system is the Inquirer 
of Philadelphia, which in the course 
of arecent article on the subject has 
the following to say:

Mrs. Lewis, the third honorary member, 
was one of the party which, in 1848, was 
snowed up near Lake Tahoe, in Nevada, 
while on the road to California, the flesh of 
dead members of the expedition being used 
as food after the horses and dogs had all 
been eaten and starvation stared them in 
the face.

Bull 
expressed his hatred of the Government 
and the whites and said only squaws should 
work, and he and his small band would 
still — their provisions from the Govern- 
men 

The result of the meeting was a decision 
not to take uplands, but go back on the 
new reservation and let the Government 
continue issuing rations. Only a few 
squaws, men and half-breeds will go to 
farming.

A TERRIBLE SITUATION. 

Parties who arrived today from Green- 
wood, the greater part of the journey being 
made in skiffs, describe the situation in the 
Sunflower lowlands as terrible. At an as- 
tonishing speed the water is spreading over 
the vast improved and cultivated lands and 
forests of planters, many of whom would 
have been at the end of another week or so 
through with planting. Houses of all des- 
criptions and fences in long sections are 
easily carried away by the terrible currents 
and every conceivable household object is 
seen floating down Bogue Phalia Swamps. 
In the neighborhood of Skipwith tents 
are badiy needed by the colored people. At 
every step the colored laborer, his family 
and his all are found, almost destitute, ar- 
rayed in garments that have seen their bet- 
ter days and afford them but little comfort 
and protection. If no assistance comes to 
these people many will die from exposure, 
Food will soon be needed and if it is not 
provided, great suffering will be the conse- 

uence. ‘The Government officers have 
one a great deal of good in that section, 
but other localities are now showing signs 
of approaching distress. In the vicinity of 
Winterville a great many cattle are dying 
from a disease called “hollow-horn.”’ 
At Mound Landing, seven miles below 
Catfish Point, the river fell two feet today, 
no doubt owing to the large break. The 
Lake Washington country and its highest 
point on the banks of the beautiful lake are 
also rapidly disappearing out of sight, a 
thing which has not been known since 
1854. The outlook is not hopeful for the 

lanting of the overflowed region before 
— Just as soon as the water subsides 
— it is supposed the break can be 
temporarily closed, so that the crop may be 
protected agaiust any future rise this season.

WASHINGTON, April 5.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] By a party vote of 7 to 5 the 
House Committee on Election of President 
and Vice-President and Representatives in 
Congress today authorized a favorable re- 
port, with amendments, on the McComas 
bill to prevent gerrymandering of Con- 
gressiona! districts. 

The bill also provides that representa- 


“tives to the Fifty-second Congress shall 


be elected from districts composed of the 
game territory and having the same bound- 
aries as those from which Representatives 
in the Fifty-tirat Congress were elected. 
The minority of the committee will submit 
a report in opposition to the bill. 

At the conference of Republican mem- 
bers of the Seuate Committee on Privileges 
and Elections, today, Chairman Hoar was 
requested to prepare a bill to oe elec- 
tions of members of Congress. It is under- 
stood the measure provides for the ap- 


pointment of national supervisors in every | 


district in which a certain number of voters 
shall petition therefor. These supervisors 
shail watch and count the votes and make 
certification to a State board ef canvassers, 
who shal] thereupon issue certificates, and 
these certificates shall be used by the clerks 
of the House in making up the roll ot mem- 
bers-elect. 


NEW FINANCIAL SCHEME. 


The Wage-workers’ Plan for a Gov- 
| ernment Bank. 

WASHINGTON, April 5.— [By the Assocl- 
ated Press.] By request, Senator Ingalls 
today introduced a bill providing for a sys- 
tem of banking by the United States, pro- 
posed by the Wage-workers’ Alliance. It 
provides for the establishment of an execu- 
tive department of banking, with a secre- 
tary at the head, at a salary of $8000, and 
four assistant secretaries, with salaries of 
$5000 each; banking for the people to be 
done free of cost, except such merely nomi- 
nal fees as are necessory to pay expenses. 
Branches shall be established at the post- 
offices throughout the country, and main- 
tained as long as necessary. Loans are to 
be made on security, the interest to be pay- 


able on the ist of December every year. 


Failure to pay interest terminates the loan, 

and after the sale of the security, the excess 

over the loan, if any, shall be paid to the 
ower.

Yesterday afternoon she complained 
of toothache and went to a drug store osten- 
sibly to get something .to retieve her. It is 
supposed that while on this trip she pro- 
cured the poison. What possible motive 
she could have had for the poisoning is a 
mystery. 

A doctor examined a can of corn from 
which the family had partaken at supper, 
and does not believe there was any injuri- 
ous matter in it, thus rendering more posi- 
tive the belief that the poison was put in 
the food by the girl. 

This evening a woman answering the 
suspected servant’s description was arrested 
at the Park Theater. She denied all knowl- 
enge of the poisoning of the Newland 
family, though she was positively identi- 
fied by a number of persons as being the 
Suspected girl. The prisoner said her real 
name was Mrs. Star, William Ray, her hus- 
band, from whom she bas been living apart, 
being a biil poster in Fort Wayne, Ind. 
She tells a rambling story of having a 
sister who is an exact picture of her, beth 
in appearance and dress, and who is the 
wife of a railroad man named Ed Favorite 
of Peoria. The police took little stock in 
the sister story, and promptly placed the 
supposed poisoner behind the bars.

His Plan of Campaign. 


SAN FRANOITISCO, April 3.—[Special 
Correspondence ot THe TDIES.] Col. 
Markham has been here; spent four 
days, and went home the most agree- 
ably surprised man who ever left these 


parts. He came here feeling that he 


would, in a measure, have to introduce 
himself as a candidate for the guberna- 
tiorial nomination. He went home 
with the knowledge that the Republi- 
can people of Northern and Central 
California are almost a unit for him. 
He came modestly and quietly on Sat- 
urday night. Sunday he had a fairly 
quiet day, but from that on until 
Wednesday morning he had a continu- 
ous ovation. During a five years’ res- 
idence in California I have never seen 
such a continual stream of callers on 
any prominent man. And the callers 
were sincere men—mecbanics, mer- 


chants, lawyers, politicians and 
all sorts and grades of public 
Officials. But the thing which must 


have cheered him more than all others 
was the fact that everybody assured 
him that he would not have to spend 
one cent to secure the nomination. 
believe I saw and talked with fully 
one-half the people who called on him, 
and I was surprised to note the earnest 
enthusiasm of all of them over his can- 
didacy. I met Col. J. M. Litchfield in 
the hotel and asked him why he was 
there. 

“Oh, [have just been up to see our 
next Governor, was his reply, and 
then he told me that he had called on 
Col. Markham. That which most im- 
pressed me was the absence of any 
criticism or even indirect allusion to 
other candidates in any unfavorable 
way. Indeed, it seemed to be taken 
for granted that there wasn’t any one 
else in the race. 

A COUPLE OF MILD YARNS. 

Yesterday a couple of campaign 
stories were being circulated by the 
Democratic brethren, with all the 
‘seriousness of having some foundation 
in fact. The first one was a rehash of 
the old story that W. W. Stow was 
working the Southern Pactfte~Railroad 
political machine, aud that he was 
working it for Gov. Waterman. 

How do you know that Mr. Stow is 
working for Waterman,“ I asked of 
the grapevine operator. 

„Because he told me so,“ was the 
answer. 

“Then God help Waterman, for Bill 
Stow never told the truth about any- 
thing he ever did in politics, and al- 
ways ruined the man he pretended to 
favor,“ remarked a veteran politician. 

The other lie was to the effect that 
the railway people would play around 
with the candidates, lying to all of 
them until the last minute, and then 
spring Morrow on the convention with 
a whoop, and rush him through. Now 
I could tell those grapevine telegraph- 
ers that they will tind few suckers who 
will swallow that story. Mr. Morrow 
may be ambitious te fill the office of 
Governor, but the Southern _ Pacific 
Company could not give him the office 
if they wanted to, and he has too much 
ut him before 
the people as their candidate. 

GOV. STANFORD rai 
is a candidate for reélection to the 
Senate, and he is keeping his candidacy 
just as far from the railway political 
machine as possible. In fact, the only 
railway offletal who is in any active 
way identified with the Stanford cam- 
paign is Stephen T. Gage, and he 
would be an ingrate if he did not do 
all in his power to gratify the ambition 
of the man who has been his most 
devoted friend. I have come to re- 
spect 9 for his honest, unselfish 
love for land Stanford. Gage has 
no ambition for himself—no desire to 
hold office while his friend may want 
anything. Other men have n a 
art of the railway machine, but the 
itch for personal honors soon became a 
disease with them which ended in dis- 
loyalty, but this can never be said of 
Mr. Gage. In all the political battles 
of the State in which I have taken an 
interest, Mr. Gage and myself have 
been on opposite sides, and we will 
probably continue so as tochoice of 
men, but 1 cannot help admiring his 
— loyalty to his friends and his 
more than generous kindness to those 
he loves.

THE WITCH SISTERS, 


AND HOW THEY PERSECUTED 
THE NICK YOUNG MAN. 


But Virtue Was Its Own Roward, 
and He Repaid Them—An Islota 
Legend. 


IsLETA (N. M.). April 2.—IStaff Cor- 
respondence of TRE TIXES.] Three 
miles north of here, amid the sandy 
piain of Los Padillas, stands the 
strange round mesa of Shee-em-too-ai. 
It is a circular islaud of hard, black 
lava, cut off from the long lava cliffs 
which wall the valley of the Rio 
Grande on the west. Its level top, of 
over fifty acres, 1s some two hundred 
feet above the plain; the last 50 feet 
being a stern and almost unbroken 
cliff. Upon its top are still visible the 
crumbling ruins of the puéblo of Poo- 
reh-tu-ai—a town. deserted, as we are 
historicaliy sure, over three hun- 
dred and fifty years ago. The 


- mound outlines of the round estufa, 


the houses and the streets are still easy 
to be traced, and bits of pottery, broken 
arrowheads and other relics still 
abound there. In history we know no 
more of the pueblo than that it was 
once there, but had been abandoned 
already when Coronado passed in 1540; 
but my aboriginal friends &nd fellow- 
citizens of Shee-ah-whib-bahk (the 
native name for Isleta) have an inter- 
esting and characteristic legend of the 


pueblo of Poo-reh-tu-ai and the cause

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toward Isieta. The 


— 


which led to its abandonment. 

When the mesa town was inbabited, 
go was Isleta; and, being but three 
miles apart, the intercommunication 
was constant. At one time, three or 
four hundred years ago, there lived in 
Isleta a very handsome young man, 
who was somewhat handicapped by 
the name of K'oo-ah- mah-koo-hoo-oo- 
ai-deh—which means Young-Man- 
Who-Embraces-a-Corncob. In spiteof 
this drawback, be was madly loved by 
two sisters, who dwelt in Poo-reh-tu- 
ai. Both of them were dead set on 
marrying bim, and pestered him daily 
with their attentions; but he would 
none of them, and was provokingly in- 
different to their charms. After a 
long siege to his flinty heart, the two 
girls began to feel the fury of women 
scorned, and one proposed to the other 
that they put him out of the way, for 
both sisters, young and pretty as they 
were, were witches. 

„es,“ said the other, he ought to 
be punished, but how shall we do it?“ 

„Oh, we will invite him to play a 
— of mah-khur, and then we'll fix 

im! Dll go right now and make the 
hoop.” ?“ 

The game of mah-khur, which the 
Pueblos learned from the Apaches 
many centuries ago, is a very simple 
one, but is a favorite with all witches 
as a snare for those whom they would 
injure. A small hoop of willow is 
— gaily, and has ornamental 

uckskin thongs stretched across it 
from side to side, spoke fashion. The 
challenger toa game roils the hoop 
rapidly past the challenged, who must 
throw a lance through between the 
spokes before it ceases to roll. 

The witch sisters made a very gay 
hoop, and then sent word to the in- 
different Adonis to meet them at the 
sacred, sandhill, just west of Isleta, as 


they Had important business with him. 


Wondering what could be up, he met 
them at the appointed time and place. 


Now. Brother Young-Man-Who- 


Embraces-a-Corncob,”’ said the oldest 
sister, “‘we want to amuse ourselves a 
little, so let us have a game of mah- 
khur. We have a very nice hoop to 
play it. You go half way down the 

ill and see if you can catch it when 
we roll it to you. If you can, you may 
have the hoop, but if you fail, you 
come and roll it to us and we’ll see if 
we can catch it.“ 

So he went down the hill and waited, 
and the girls sent the bright wheel 
rolling toward him. He was very nim- 
ble, and caught it on the fly’; but 
that very instant he was no longer the 
tall, handsome Young-Man-Who- 
Embraces-a-Corncob, but a poor little 
eoyote, with great tears rolling down 
his cheeks. The witch sisters came 
laughing and taunting him, and said: 

Lou see it would have been better 
to marry us! But now you will always 
be a coyote and an outcast from home. 
You may roam to the north and to the 
south and to the west, but never to the 
east“ (aud therefore not back to 
Isleta). 


The coyote started off, still weeping: 
and the two wicked sisters went home 
rejoicing at their suceess. The coyote 
roamed away to the west, and at last 
turned south. Alter a time he came 
across a party of Isletefios returning 
from a trading trip to the Apache 
country. Hesneaked about their camp, 
suapping up odd scraps—for he was 
nearly starved, In the morning the 
Indians spied this coyote sitting and 
watching them at a little distance, 
and they set their dogs on him. 
But the coyote did not run; 
and when the dogs came to him 
they merely sniffed and came away 

out hurting him—though every 
one knows that the dog and the coyote 
have been enemies almost Wer since 
the world began. The Indians were 
greatly astonished; and one of them, 
who was a medicine-man, began 


to suspect that there was some- 
thing wrong. So, without Say- 
ing anything to the others, he 


walked over to the coyote and said: 
Coyote, are — coyote true, or some- 
body bewitched?” But the coyote 
made no reply. Again the medicine- 
man asked: Coyote, are you a mant 
At this the coyote nodded his head 
aflirmatively, while tears rolled from 
his eyes. | 

„Very well, then,” said the medi- 
cine-man, come with me.” So the 
coyote ruse and followed him to the 
camp; and the medicine-man fed and 
cared for him as the party journeyed 

ast night they 
camped at the big Barranca, just be- 
low the village; and here the medicine- 
man told his companions the story of 
the bewitchment—tfor the coyote bad 
already told him—and they were all 
greatly astonished, and very sad to 
learn that this poor coyote was their 
handsome friend, K’00-ah-mah-koo-boo- 

Now.“ said the medieine-man. we 
will make & Lice hoop and try a game. 
He made it, and said to the covote: 
‘Friend, go and stand over there, and 
when I roll this hoop toward you you 
must jump and put your head through 
it before it stops rolling or falls over 
upon its side.?“ 

The coyote stood off and the medi- 
eine-man sent the hoop rolling toward 
bim very hard. Just as it came near 
enough the coyote made a wonderful 
jump and put his head squarely 
through the middle of it—and there, 
instead of the gaunt coyote, stood the 
Young - Man - Who - Embraces-a-Corn- 
cob. handsome and well und strong as 
ever. They all crowded around to con- 


gratulate him and to listen to his won- 


dertul experience. 
4 „Now,“ said the medicine-man, 
when we get home, the two witch 
sisters ein do congratulate you, 
and will p not to know anythin 
of the trouble: that befell you, an 


When you see.them, you must invite 
them to a game of mah-khur.”’. 
It all came about as he said. When 
the party got back to Isleta all the 
people welcomed the young man whose 
mysterious disappearance had caused 
a sensation. he news of his return 
spread rapidly, and soon reached the 
Village of Poo-reh-tu-al. In a day 
or two the witch sisters came to Isleta, 
bringing on their heads baskets of the 
choicest foods and other gifts, which 
they presented to him with the most 
cordial manner. . To see how they wel- 
comed bim, one would never fancy 
that they had been the wicked causes 
of his suffering. IIe played his part 
equally well, and gave no sign that he 
suw through their duplicity. At last, 
when they were about to start. home, 
he said: Sisters, let us come to the 
sandhill tomorrow. to play a little 
% 
An invitation — or rather a chal- 
lenge of that sort must be accepted, 
under all Indian etiquette, and the 
witch sisters agreed. So at the ap- 
pointed hour they met him at the 
sacred hill. 
tiful hoop, and when they sawit they 
were charmed, and took their positions 
at the foot of the declivity. ‘One, 
two, three!’’ he counted; and at the 
word ‘“‘three”’ sent the hoop rolling 
down to them. They both grabbed it 
at the same instant; and lo: instead 
of the pretty but evil-minded sisters 
of Poo-reb-tu-ai, there lay two huge 
rattlesnakes, with big tears falling 
from their eyes. Young-Man-Who- 
Embraces-a-Corncob laid upon their 
ugly, flat heads a pinch of the sacred 
meal; and they ran out their long, 
forked tongues and licked it. 
„Now,“ he said, this is what hap- 
pens to the treacherous. Here in these 
cliffs shall be your home forever. You 
must never go to the river, so you will 
suffer with thirst and drag yourselves 
in the dust all the days of your life.“ 
Then Young-Man-and-the-Rest-of- 
the- Alphabet went back to Isleta, where 
he lived to a ripe old age, undisturbed 
by aesigning females. As for the 
snakes, they went to live in the cliffs 
of their own mesa. The people of Poo- 
reh-tu-ai soon learned of the fate of 
the witch sisters, and knew that those 
two buge snakes were they. That was 
the beginning of the downfall 
of Poo-reh-tu-ai; for the people 
grew fearful of each other, lest 
there might be many more witches, un- 
beknown, among them. The distrust 
and discontent grew rapidly—tor to 
this day nothing on earth will dis- 
rupt any Indian community so quickly 
or so surely as the belief that some 
of the people are witches. In 
a very short time the ople 
decided to abandon Poo- reh tu- ai alto- 
gether. Most of them migrated to the 
northwest, and we have not as yet even 
a legend to tell what became of them. 
The rest settled in Isleta, where their 
descendants dwell to this day. There 
are old men here now who 
claim that their great-grandfatbers 
used to seethe two huge rattlesnakes 
basking on the cliffs of the mesa of 
Shee-em-too-ai, and that the snakes 
always wept when people came near 
them.

ROUND ABOUT RIVERA. 


Some Practical Facts About Lands, 
Prices, Crops and Yield, 

On THE Wine, April 3.—_Corre- 
spondence of THE Tos. ] In view of 
the many cases of misrepresentation 
from time to time appearing in the 
press, outside of Southern California, 
in regard to the value of lands in this 
section, it is a pleasure to be ina 
position to refute by facts and figures 
some of the false statements put forth 
as to the value of our lands. 

A recent visit to Rivera gave 
your correspondent an opportunity 
of inspecting possibly one of the 
most productive and valuable 
agricultural sections in Southern 
California, and it gives him pleasure 
to present to the readers of THe TES 
some figures that 5 to show that at no 


time have our t-class lands been 
sold or held at exorbitant rates. As 
you are aware, Rivera is a station on 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railroad Company’s San Diego line, 
about ten miles from Los Angeles. It 
is situated in the center of a highly 
cultivated tract, northeast of. Downey, 
between the Oid and Newrivers. The 
town was plotted and placed on the 
market about the close of the late la- 
mented boom, the first sale of lots tak- 
ing place on the 30th of November, 1887. 
The new town, being eligibly situated, 
became at once an important shipping 
point for the products of the sui round- 
ing territory, the principal items being 
Oranges and walnuts. There: are 
several orchards of seedling orange 
trees in the neighborhood, from 12 to 
18 years old, so that the adaptability of 
the locality to that important fruit is 
no longer a matter of experiment. The 
season just closing has been an off one 
with seedlings, the crop being rather 
short, though it sold by the box for a 
reater price than thatof lust year. 
o injurious scale insects ave 
ever infested tbe orchards of this 
favored section, and the prices realized 
all round are such as to make the 
orchardists happy and contented. I 
shall quote a few of the prices obtained 
or last year's crop. All the oranges 
in the section were sold on the trees, 
and I believe at the uniform price of 
sia box. J. F. Isbell realized trom 82 
trees, planted on less than one acre, 
$599 60; Capt. Abbott received $4200 
tor the crop grown on seven acres; Mr. 
English sold 7000 boxes from 16 acres; 
A. H. Dunlap’s crop from six acres 
brought $3500; Maj. Maxon, from 
three and a half acres of the Stan- 
difer orchard, realized $1850, and 
lost about four hundred boxes by fail- 
ure to pick the oranges intime. A 
Mr. Johnson, in March, 1888, bought 
the Widow Dunlap place ot 20 acres 
for $12,000, of which five or six acres 
wee in seedling oranges, the crop 
from which sold for $1800, or 15 per 
cent. of the purchase price of the 
whole tract! And yet there are per- 
sons Who say that orange lands in 
Southern California are dear at $300 
an acre! Hard and soft shell walnuts 
ure also very profitable here. O. P. 
Parsons has about sixteen acres in 
walnuts, which, for the 2 seven 
years, has returned him from three 
to five thousand dollars a year! 
Though the walnutindustry is still in 
its infancy the last crop.of the section 
sold for $44,375, and the prospects for 
the coming crops of both walnuts and 
oranges are better than ever before. 
The best of it is that the cases cited 
are not exceptional ones, but are the 
general run of orchards that have been 
well cared for and that have attained 
the age of from 15 to 20 years. S. G.

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CITY COUNCIL, 


A DISCUSSION AS TO CHARGES— 
VALUE OF AN EXPERT. 


A Sharp Debate—Prosident Throop's 
Romarks—The Lobby Chips in— 

A “Bree-for-all” Talk — Elect ric 
Lights—-Engineer’s Report. 


The City Council was called to order 
by ‘President Troop shortly before 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. City Clerk 
Cambell called the roll, and Messrs. 
Millard, McLean, Mills and Allin 
were found present. 

The minutesof the last meeting were 
read and approved, | 

Mr. McLean said that he wished to 
say, in answer to an article in a Pasa- 
dena issue, that Mr. Galbraith had not 


been hired at an exorbitant charge of W 


$5 per day, as $10 u day was the usual 
charge for an expert accountant. 
Furthermore, it was customary for an 
official, at the expiration of his term, 
to have a full and authorized report of 
his accounts experted, and indeed, he 
(McLean) believed that it was in the 
nature of common sense, demanded by 
the people, and therefore the duty of 
the Council, to take just such action as 
it had done at the last meeting. 
As to the insinuations in last 
evening’s paper (referring, of course, 
to the Pasadena Evening Star), 
as to Mr. Galbraith’s competency, the 
City Council had only appointed the 
ntleman after due deliberation and 
he knowlédge of his abilities. He 
said that it is not true, as the paper in 
question insinuated, that Mr. Fordham 
is paid $2.50 by Galbraith to do the ex- 


perting, but that the latter is hired by 


the Council at the rate named to assist 
the former. That is all there is to the 
situation, and he is ashamed to see 
that a newspaper in Pasadena could 
seek to misrepresent and wantonly ac- 
cuse and falsify.

Let Us Have a Market Place. 

EN EL CAuro, March 31.—[To the 
Editor of THe Times.] Allow me as 
a farmer to express my appreciation of 
your excellent article in the Sunday 
Times on the subject of a public 
market place. Such a market is the 
one thing needful in Los Angeles, 
and, as you have shown, indispensable 
to the prosperity of the community. 
At present there is a total lack of in- 
ducement for farmers to produce food 
supplies for the home market. You 
hit the nail square on the head when 
you say that your commission (?) mer- 
chants “are all speculators, bearing 
the market as long as there is any 
local produce on hand, and then 
bulling it on importations from, 
the East.“ That is exactly the fact. 
They purposely crush out the home 
product and then import supplies from 
Kansas and other Western States, 
making, on such importations, very 


much larger profits than could be 
made on handling home products. I 
learned incidentally but a Couple of 


days ago that one house in your city, 
and not a very conspicuous house at 
that, had already this season im- 
orted from the East about forty car- 
oads of potatoes, the profits upon 
which were enormous. The profit, as 
stated, was so great as to be almost in- 
credible; it was many times what it 
would have been on the same quantity 
of home-produced spuds. So it appears 
that our “middle-men” have the 
strongest incentive to break down 
home production in order that they 
may import, at greater profit to them- 
selves, from other States. This prac- 
tice has been going on for a long time, 
and hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are sent out from here annually to pay 
for the commonest of food products, 
which could and should be raised right 
here at home. This arrangement is 
very fine for the Kansas farmer and 
for the importer, but it is death to the 
California farmer. It is most unfortu- 
nate also for the city consumer who 
has to pay at least three or four times 
as much for his potatoes, onions and 
the like as he ought to pay. A remedy 
for this great evil would be a 
well-appointed public market, under 
municipal regulation and control. 
such as is found in every other 
enlightened city in the world. It is 
likely the establishment of such a mar- 
ket would be opposed by the middle- 
men or commission merchants, as they 


„call themselves; but all other citizens 


would greet it with joy. The kind of 
market needed is one where the pro- 
ducer and consumer can meet and 
trade; where a person, basket in hand, 
can obtain a supply of good, wholesome 
articles, fresh from field and garden, 
from fishery and shop, at a moderate 
cost. Such a market would enable the 
citizen to escape the clutches of greedy 
speculatora, and at the same time re- 
eve him from necessity of depend- 
ing upon half-spoiled and inferior food 
products from abroad. PAISANO.

Profit in Almonds, 

W. Treat, an authority on almond 
culture, has contributed the following 
to the Woodland Mail: The California 
paper-shell almond at 4 years of age 
will yield $90 net. The California pa- 

er-shell or the Nonpariel (paper- shell) 
— the most profitable. The Golden 
State and the Ne Plus Ultra are the 
best soft-shells and might be planted 
to advantage every fifth row with the 
paper-shell as a hybridizer. This year 
from 190 California paper-shell al- 
mond trees (5 years old) covering 
two and five-sevepths acres, I gathered 
3502 pounds of nuts, which sold in 
Chicago at 22 cents a pound. Tbis is 
$283.50 to the acre—a little over four 
dollars to the tree—18} pounds to the 
tree. When these same trees were 


the tree, at three years ola they aver- 
aged about three pounds, and at eight 
years they will double what they bore 
at five. They will at eight years bear 
fully forty pounds to the tree. At 12 

ears of age they will bear fully one 
any ton pounds to the tree without 


the leastexertion. This is, at 70 trees 


to the acre; and reckoning at 


Whenever he travels he takes with him 


four years old they bore 13 pounds to 


22 cents to the pound, $1540 per 
acre. Now, these are nothing 
but plain, bare, raw facts. The 
almond tree never gets its growth, 
you might say; of course, after it is 
15 years old it enlarges very slowly; 
but if it enly has room it will grow to 
be a monster. The reason the almond 
1s not grown in California is because a 
few have planted the Languedoc, 
which is a poor soft-shell and a shy 
bearer, and sells for a great deal less 
than the paper-shell, (less than half as 
much). Sut the almond is sure to bd 
largely cultivated now that new ane 
valuable varieties have been brought 
to light—especially those of the paper- 
shell class. These new varieties of al- 
mounds have been tried and are known 
to be good, steady bearers, the Califor- 
nia paper-shell, in particular, the Non- 
— Golden State and Ne Plus Ultra. 

heir good qualities have been practi- 
* demonstrated. The almond 
is also very easy to handle; it takes a 
novice but a short time to learn what 
few details there are in the gathering, 
hulling and bleaching. A person ab- 
solutely devoid of experience in the 
almond business can grow the trees 
and gather the crop as well as an old 
orchardist. Another advantage of al- 
mond-growing 1s that it ripens after 
grain has been harvested, and help 
can then be obtained at moderate 
prices and without trouble. Still 
another point in favor of it is that the 
nuts can be left on the trees, if for any 


his own time in gathering them; he 
can also store them if he is not ready 


reason they cannot be gathered at a 2 
certain time, and the grower can use 


to sell them. All these are advantages 
that do not obtain for fruit.

The driver, C. S. Dunnalls, 
leaves the office at 3:50 o’clock, as 
nearly as possible, in his go-cart, with 
his bundle of 150 papers, reaching 
Santa Monica at 6 o’clock, a distance 
of 18 miles. He distributes about 40 
of these papers on the road, and gives 
the remaining 110 to the two carriers 
at Santa Monica, who serve their re- 
spective routes in about one bour, so 
that the subscribers can read the news 
of the world while listening to the 
early morning breakers. During the 
height of the summer season the circu- 
lation of THe Times n Santa Monica 
is 300 and 400, varying according to the 
number of visitors. The district is 
owned by B. W. Saunders, and the 
two routes are served by his sons. 

AT LONG BEACH. . 

During the summer season of four 
months, Taz Tres circulates from 
200 to 400 copies per day at Long 
Beach, 23 miles distant; serving with 
the same regularity and early dispatch. 
| HOW PASADENA GETS THE NEWS. 

Messrs. Jessup & Pinney are the 
owners of the Pusadena district, com- 
prising that city and all the territory be- 
tween it and the city limits of Los An- 
geles, along Pusadena avenue and 
through Highland Park, etc. This is 
the second route served.

HELIOGRAPH SERVICE, DE. 


Experimental Signals Between Los 
Angeles and the Raymond — 
What the Holiograph Is and How 
It Works—A Talk with Col. Volk- 
mar~—The Task Which He Has 
Undertaken. 


Last Thursday afternoon a detach- 
ment from the headquarters of the De- 
partment of Arizona drove a Gov- 
ernment carriage,” drawn by four 
sleek army mules, up Buena Vista 
street pust the Catholic cemetery and 
thence threaded their way up a little 
cafion toa commanding spot in Elysian 
Park. The spot in question may be 
described as a saddle“ between 
two prominent hills. It is one of the 
two or three places in the entire cor- 
porate limite which commands an un- 
obstructed view of the Raymond bill 
and hotel, South Pasadena. The de- 
tachment comprised Lieuts. J. A. 
Perry, E. Wittenmeyer and J. J. Mey- 
ler, with a couple of sergeants. 

Arrived at the saddle“ between the 
hills they halted and took from the 
ambulence some curious little instru- 
ments which they proceeded to set up 
on a couple of tripods similar to those 
used by surveyors. 

MISUNDERSTOOD.

taken, along with more or less land- 
scape, and drew near the place strik- 
ing picturesque attitudes which would 
have won the undying admiration of 
an artist; but they had miscalculated 
as to the character of the little instru- 
ments on the tripods. These were not 
cameras, but an arrangement com- 
prising two small square mirrors and 
a detached screen, the whole forming 
what is known as a heliograph, an ap- 
— 4 devised for signaling long dis- 
ces by flashing the sun’s rays.

Soon, however, there was 
A BRIGHT FLASH OF LIGHT, 
such as might be produced by a large 
bonfire, and then it as suddenly disap- 
peared: The light came and went and 
came and went again in flashes of 
irregular duration. Col. Volkmar was 
signaling the order to begin operations. 
It was not the best kind of a day for 
the experiment, the sun being fitfully 
obscured, or partially obscured, by 
passing clouds, and the atmosphere 
generally being murky; nevertheless 
messages were exchanged back and 
forth for an hour, and the complete 
working of the system was demon- 
strated so that it could be compre- 
hended by the merest tyro. 
A few words of description of 
THE APPARATUS 
by which this result was accomplished 
and its operation will be in order. The 
heliograph (smaller size) consists of 
two flat mirrors about four inches 
square, mounted on a tripod in such a 
manner that they can be revolved, 
shifted and adjusted to meet all re- 
quirements, The instrument is set so 
at one of these mirrors catches the 
direct rays of the sun and reflects them 
into the other mirror, set opposite. 
This second mirror reflects the rays to 
the station to which the signals are to 
be sent. The first mirror bas a little 
hole through its center and the second 
a little black spot in its center. These 
are for the purposes of adjustment. 
The little hole, of course, reflects no 
ray of light back upon the second mir- 
ror, or, in other words, leaves a dark 
spot or shadow in the middle of the 
reflection. The two mirrors are ad- 
justed so that the spot of shadow falls 
upon the dark spot of the second mir- 
ror, and then itis manifest that the 


one is reflecting from its whole 


surface upon the second. The adjust- 
ment of the second mirror is such also 
that the rays which it reflects are sent 
in the direction of the station sig- 
naled. These angles of reflection 
are of course susceptible of the finest 
calculation, but it is not necessary to 
burden this description with the mathe- 
matical question. 
A SINGULAR POINT 
which may be brought out in this con- 
nection, however, is that the rays cast 
from the signaling mirror broaden at 
the rate of about sixteen feet to the 
mile. That is, at the distance of a 
mile the flashes can be observed over 
a breadth of sixteen feet; at the dis- 
tance of two miles, 32 feet; at the dis- 
tance of three miles, 48 feet, and so 
forth. The calculation can be made on 
an astronomical basis, figuring a tri- 
angle with its apex on the earth, its 
base equal to the diameter of the sun 
and the length of sides equal to the 
distance between the sun and the 
earth. The angles thus obtained are 
exactly the same as those of the broad- 
ening rays of light from the signaling 
mirror. The calculation, which runs 
up into the billions in figures, will be 
deferred for a.more convenient season. 
SIMPLE IN ITS OPERATION. 

It will be seen that the heliograph. 
intrument itself is very simple, 
being, in fact, only à couple of little 
mirrors, one to catch the rays of the 
sun and reflect them and the other to 
reflect them again te the objective 
point. Asthe position of the sun is

One other feature remains to be 
described. It is a little screen attached 
to a frame, with a spring to sustain it 
in a vertical position, and the whole 
mounted onatripod. This tripod is 
set so that the screen cuts off the rays 
reflected to the distant station. When 
the screen is up no light is visible; 


when the screen is down the light 


appears. The screen is manipulated 
by the man who writes the message, a 
little lever held between. the thumb 
and finger serving to operate it at will. 
It may be readily seen that, with this 
con in hand, the flashes of light 
observable from the distant station 
may be made long or short and 
arranged just as desired. 
THE SIGNAL CODE 

is the American Morse telegraphic al- 
phabet which is ordinarily represented | 
to the eye by a system of dots and 
dashes, thus: - —~—, a; — , b. 
„e, etc. With the heliograph, a 
short flash stands for a. dot, a long 
flash serves for a dash, and the spacing 
between the dots and dashes to form 
letters, as well as between the words 
and between sentences, is arranged by 
the intervals during which the flash is 
cut off. If in sending a message the 
receiving station fails to catch a word, 
it immediately flashes up its light, 
when the sender stops. @ receiver 
signals back the last word made out 
and the sender begins back at that 
word and continues the message. The 
whole operation conforms closely to 
the rules of telegraphy. 

By invitation, representatives of 
TIMES were present atthe Ely- 
sian Park station Thursday when the 
experiments were made. Just before 
the close of operations this message 
was flashed to Col. Volkmar at the 
Raymond: “At what hour tomorrow 
can you meet a reporter of 
Tus?“ 


The answer came back in flashes, 
which one of the Times men, who 
understands the Morse alphabet, was 
able to read with with his own eyes.

On the night of April 30th the entire 
line of 35 stations, from Whipple Bar- 
racks, Ariz., to Fort Stanton, N. M., 
forming a through line, with branches 
to Forts McDowell, Lowell and 
Huachuca, will be occupied by signal 
parties for a general practice of two 
weeks, beginning May Ist. This is the 
broadest attempt at concerted helio- 
graph practice yet recorded. 

The heliograph has been used in 
Arizona and New Mexico since the 
opening of the Geronimo-Apache cam- 
paign in 1886. A desultory use of 
flash signals was made before that but 
there was nothing like an organized 
service. Under Col. Volkmar it is ex- 
pected that a system of stations and 
a well trained corps of operators will 
be secured, which will be of invaluable 
e to the army in future opera- 

ons. 

The Kansas City Times of March 34. 
has the following reference to this new 
branch of the service, which will be 
found interesting: 

IN THE DEPARTMENT OF ARIZONA. 

The signal service in the Department of 
Arizona, under the supervision of Asst.- 
Adjt.-Gen. Volkmar, has been attracting a 
good deal of attention in military circles 
lately.

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At every post in the department of 
Arizona there is maintained a signal 
party, consisting of one or more officers, 
with men selected from each of the 
companies and instructed as operators. 
These parties are constantly practiced 
in operating the heliograph near their 
several posts, and periodically occupy 
stations, communicating with those 
belonging to neighboring garrisons. 

During the past year, under direc- 
tion of Col. Volkmar, Assistant Adju- 
tant-General who is also Chief Signal 
Officer of the Department of Arizona, 
a system has been devised whereby 
through reconnoissances are made by 
the post signal offices. The most suit- 
able connecting stations are selected, 
and a main line of heliograph stations 
established, covering the entire de- 
partment, with branch lines reaching 
to every quarter where such means of 
communication would be useful in case 
of military operations against hostile 
Indians. The main line and branches 
n over one thousand miles of 
direct flash“ signals. 

THE FIKST GENERAL ATTEMPT 
at connected practice upon adjacent 
divisions of this line was attempted in 
November last, when several hundred 
miles of stations were connected and 
operated in Arizona and New Mexico. 

he results were so successful that a 
still broader project will be carried 
into effect at the end of April, when 
about twenty-five stations will be con- 
nected, forming a through line“ from 
Fort Stanton, N.M., to Whipple Bar- 
racks at Prescott, Ariz. 

Thus far the longest successful com- 
munication between adjacent stations 
in Arizona and New Mexico has cov- 
ered a ‘“‘flash”-interval of 75 miles, 
but itis expected this distance will be 
increased, dufing the approaching ex- 
periments, to a “flash’’-interval of 
about 100 miles. 

Two styles of instruments generally 
are used—the Service“ and the. Sta- 
tion’? heliograph. The former has an 
exposed mirror-surface of about four 
inches square. The latter, or Sta-

WHAT IS CONTEMPLATED. 
The highest station on the line is 
Mt. Graham, which has an elevation 
of 10,500 feet above sea level, and the 
other stations range from 15 to eight 
thousand feet elevation.

Conimunication stations will be estab- 
lished torming a general chain connecting 
Fort Stanton and Whipple Barracks, with 
branches to Forts Huactiuea, Lowell and 
McDowell. Connection between the Mc- 
Dowell, San Carlos and Grant divisions will 
made by selecting stations avoiding the 
Indian reservation as far as practicable. 

During the general practice beginning 
May ist, not less than four (4) operators 
will occupy each station, together with such 
additional instructed men as may be neces- 
sary for the comfort, success and safety of
